in the larger metropolitan districts, 
will also have a tendency to in- 
crease the sales efforts upon the 
part of the manufacturer, distribu- 
tor, jobber and dealer: 

A neglected field for the jobber, 
viz., the small tool market, has been 
increasingly developed in the last 
half of the year and promises to be 
one of the active markets of 1928. 
The branch store idea found larger 
favor, and the increase in number of 
branch stores in 1927 will doubtless 
be repeated on a still larger scale 
in 1928. Jobber service is more com- 
plete at the end of 1927 than it has 
ever been before. Lines have been 
extended and _ diversified, with a 
more thorough marketing program 
to assist the‘ dealer in moving the 
goods from his shelves. Parallel to 
this, of course, were the two facts 
that the year saw a decline in hand- 
to-mouth buying and a substantial 
increase in the average amount of 
money spent by car owners for ser- 
vice, equipment and ‘maintenance. 

Increased mileage for automo- 
biles in 1927, as the result of 
opening new hard-surfaced roads 
in many sections of the country, 
and the growing tendency toward 
year-around operation of cars and 
toward summer and winter tour- 
ing, not only helped the service 
and maintenance field in 1927 but 
forecasts an increase in car own- 
ership for 1928, and therefore an 
increased market for manufacturer 
and jobber of equipment and ser- 
vice utilities. This market is rap- 
idly becoming international, rather 
than omestic, and the coming 
year should see a substantial in- 
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improvement known to the industry.

A Year of Promise 


EVER has the dawn of the automotive year, which 
means the opening of the national automobile show in 
New York, held brighter omens for the industry in which 


we all are interested than does the present one. 


Following a year which has been classed as 
“slow” in automotive circles, 1928 gives every indi- 
cation of establishing a new record for this great in- 
dustry. And yet in calling 1927 a subnormal year 
we are casting an illuminating sidelight on the normal 
operations of the automotive business, for the produc- 
tion of 3,530,000 motor cars and trucks, with a whole- 
sale value of $2,556,750,000 represents a volume of 
business and profits that a great many industries ac- 
counted extremely successful would be glad to claim 
for their own. 


As a matter of fact it is very much fairer to consider 
the automotive year of 1927 as featuring a delayed market, 
rather than a definite business slump. The shut-down of 
Ford company slowed up buying, because of the general 
public interest in whatever Henry Ford was going to offer 
in place of his traditional Model T. Many of these buyers 
did not actually intend to buy Ford cars, but nevertheless 
they. wanted to see what the new model was going to be

With this hold-over buying from 1927 as the 
basis of the 1928 market, opinions differ as to the 
total production that will be demanded of the auto- 
motive industry during the coming twelve months. 
Estimates. Competent authorities hold that from 
1,000,000 to 1,500,000 more motor vehicles will be 
built in 1928 than were produced in 1927. If the 
larger figure is found to be correct, the 1928 produc- 
tion total will pass the 5,000,000 mark. 


If we place the average price per car at an even $700, 
this would indicate a business volume of $3,500,000,000 for 
the industry in vehicle sales alone. 
will be made in the production and sales of parts, materials, 
accessories, insurance and every other form of automotive 
products and coverage. 


In the field of labor this increased activity in the 
automotive industry will give lucrative employment to 
@ minimum of 300,000 people, with the probability 
that the total will run much higher. Inevitably in- 
creased employment means increased buying power 
for the country at large. Prosperity begets prosperity. 


If the promise of 1928 were wholly confined to the auto- 
motive industry, the situation would not look so completely 
Happily the general economic condi- 
tion of the country shows the same. improvement that exists 
Not in many years have conditions in 
the agricultural sections been so good as they are today. 
With reasonably good crops in the staple lines, prices for 
farm products have reached a plane nearer parity with those 
of manufactured goods than has been the case in decades. 
This condition will inevitably produce heavier buying in the 


in our own industry.

NewDevice MadeAvail- 
able on Cars; De- 
tails Explained 


New York, Jan. 7—The Chan- 
dler-Cleveland Motors Corporation 
has made arrangements with the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
of Wilmerding, Pa., under which 
the Westinghouse Automotive 
Brake is made available for in- 
stallation on Chandler cars. 


This brake, shown in the accom- 
panying illustrations, works on the 
principle of a vacuum set up by en- 
gine suction in the brake-control 
case, which is interposed in the 
linkage and directly operated by the 
pedal-rod, while through a second 
rod it manipulates the brake-actuat- 
ing links. ‘The principle of the West- 
inghouse brake makeg it possible for 
using engine suction supply two- 
third of the braking effort, the op- 
i foot pressure supplying one- 

d. 


As shown in the structural view, 
the Westinghouse brake comprises a 
cylinder, a piston, control valve and 
operating levers inclosed in a case. 
The functioning of its various parts 
in brake application and release is 
seen in the sectional illustration. 

Piston “P” moving in cylinder “S” 
is connected to lower end of lever 
“Cc.” A short distance above this 
point, at pin “L,” lever “D” is pivot- 
ally attached. Still higher up pedal 
rod “E” is attached at point “N,” 
and the extreme upper end of lever 
“Cc” is mounted on pin “H,” with an 
appreciable amount of. clearance for 
a purpose to be brought out later. 

Lever “D” is also mounted on pin 
“H,.” but without clearance, so that 
“i” is a fixed fulcrum for this lever. 
Half way between fulcrum “H” and 
pivoted connection to lever “C,” at 
pin “M,” is attached the rod “F” 
leading to the standard brake 
mechanism. ‘ 

Brake application valve “A” and 
brake release valve “B,” normally 
held to their respective seats by a 
common spring, are caused to op- 
erate through the movement of up- 
per portion of lever “C,” suitable

The principle of operation is as 
foliows: With ali parts in nor- 
mal brake release position, de- 
pression of brake pedal exerts a 
pull on lever “C” through the 
medium of rod “E.” The first 
movement of lever “C” will be at 
the uper end, se that it will move 
to left te the extent of the clear- 
ance about pin “H” and inciden- 
tally exert a. certain pull on the 
brake rod “F.”* As red “J” is at- 
tached to lever “C” without clear- 
ance, it causes valve “A” to be 
moved from its seat immediately, 
thereby connecting the source of

“F” and consequently the brake 
mechanism. 

During the movement of power 
piston “P” lever “C” is rotated 
about fulcrum “N,” and this ful- 
crum point is held by the pressure 
of the driver's foot on the brake 
pedal.

DOUBT if there is anything the public buys and uses 


generally upon which they are more informed than 


motor cars.

The first motors were one- 
cylinder. These motors applied a 
power impulse at every other rev- 
olution of the crank shaft. Ob- 


viously, a smooth, efficient auto- 
mobile was impossible with such 
a motor. Then came the two- 


@ shaft, 


©—- 


cylinder. This motor applied one 
power stroke per revolution. That 
made a jerky performance. Then 
came the four, which gave two 
power strokes per revolution. By 
“power stroke” we mean push or 
impulse that resolves the crank 
which power when trans- 
mitted through the transmission, 
revolves the driving shaft that 
turns the rear wh.cels. For certain 
purposes a. four is still satisfac- 
tory. 

But the American public, having 
found that the motor car was in- 


dispensable to their mode of living, 
was continually desirous of improve- 
ments. But the manufacturers of 
cars could not give a better motor 
car until improved motors had been 
created. This brought about the 
multi-cylinder motor or the six. 
The six-cylinder motor is inher- 
ently balanced and smooth. For 
every revolution of the crank shaft 
three power impulses have been ap- 
plied. But still the American public 
| was not satisfied. They wanted to 
igo at high speed with the same 
ease, smoothness and comfort that 





they were accustomed to at slower 
speeds. They wanted to travel 
longer distarices without fatigue. 
They wanted to take 90 per cent. of 
the hills in high gear. They wanted 
greater power and at the same time 
wanted it smoother and more flex- 
ible and they wanted an engine that 
was.capable of such perfornrance 
and yet of greater endurance. 


Therefore, the introduction of 
the straight-eight, which is the 
last word in motor efficiency. 
There are many features to a 
straight-eight which account for 
its wonderful results. Some are 
perhaps’ too technical for the lay- 
man. But fundamentally, its ex- 
clusive advantage lies in the fact 
that its power “punches” are suf- 
ficiently light to blend into prac- 
tically one continuous “push,” yet 
the sum total of its power is 
greater than possible in a smooth 
SIx. 

Cylinder explosions are not in- 
stantaneous. They burn out. Before 
one charge has burned out or quit 
pushing, another starts. There are 
four new power impulses in a 
straight-eight for every revolution. 
When one cylinder is starting to 
fire, some other cylinder is half way 
down its power stroke, and still a! 
third cylinder is at the end of its} 
power stroke. Therefore, there is a 
continuous overlapping of power 
impulses. 

It is this constant flow of power, 
the absence of intermissions be- 
tween power strokes, that largely 
accounts for many of the amazing 
new automobiles now on the mar- 
ket. Because, as the building of mo- 
fors has reached new heights of 
Success, it has enabled car manu- 
facturers to produce totally new 
types of better automobiles.

Chevrolet Is Prepared tor 
Biggest Year in History

ETROIT, Jan. 7.—Promising te lead the way to the 
greatest year the country has ever known, the automo- 
bile business in 1928 should see the biggest of its many big 


years. 


Abundant evidence of new prosperity that seems to 


be in store for the world’s greatest industry is noted on all 


sides. 

However, in any commentary = 
the probable business fortunes of the 
year just ahead, it 
should be borne in 
mind that fore- 
casts are some- 
times. misleading 
and often rendered 
empty by events 
beyond view at the 
time. But facts 
in hand, opinions § 
of leaders in vari- 
ous phases of en- 
deavor and gen- 
eral enthusiasm 
over the outlook 
combine to provide a measure of 
confidence over business prospects 
not always available at this time of 
the year. 

Leaders in all branches of busi- 
ness are keenly optimistic over the 
outlook for 1928. Bankers, build- 
ers, economists and manufacturers 
in various fields are preparing for 
a bigger year and pointing at the 
same time to the motor car indus- 
try as the brightest of beacon - 
lights showing the way to new

- business levels. 


Forecasts for the prosperity of 
general business are buttressed on 
established facts. There is little if 
any inflation anywhere. On the 
other hand, there is an abundance 
of credit and great farm purchasing 
power. All branches of agriculture— 
cotton, grain and dairy products— 
enjoyed an exceptional year in 1927, 
and as a result should account for 
even more buying volume this year. 
With factory wheels again spinning 
at a rapid rate, industrial centers 
should feel the urge of prosperity. 

Narrowing down to the automo- 
bile industry, leaders in and out of 
the motor car business generally 
agree that 1928 production and sales 
figures should.set an annual record. 
Production for the year is variously 
estimated between 4,500,000 and 5,- 
000,000 units, with some of our fore- 
most authorities and leaders in the 
industry choosing the higher figure. 

While I am not inclined to favor 
a definite figure, I am quite con- 
fident that when we are in a posi- 
tion to review the record of the cur- 
rent year_we shall find it has been 
the largest and most profitable in 
the history of the automobile busi- 
ness. 

Aside from the added trade activ- 
ity that promises to be prevalent 
during. the year, four factors im- 
mediately concerning the automo- 
bile buSiness seem to me to indicate 
beyond. a reasonable doubt that the 


industry is entering its greatest | 
year. 
The - four among others that 


should account for a measurable 
gain in production and sales are:— 

1. The replacement market, 
which. should be the greatest in 
the history of the industry. 

2. The two-car family, a trend 
that started several years ago and 
was first generally recognized as 
an important sales factor in 1926. 

3. The extended use of smaller 
cars for commercial purposes. 

4. Increased export sales of’ 
American cars as a result of the 


readjustment of business con- 
ditions and economic affairs 
abroad. 


Business in the low price field 
should be particularly active. Volume 
production in this range is making 
it possible for the manufacturer to 
provide greater style and comfort, 
thereby attracting a type of buyer 
hitherto uninterested in a car of 
this class. 

Speeds are being increased and 
other advantages built in; to the 
extent that.the lower priced car 
this year vies with any on the 
road except in the points’of size 
and luxury, and of course, the 
necessary performance, to accom- 





modate the additional weight. 
The picture before us for 1928 is 


‘most reassuring. With trade con- 


ditions generally sound and with 
prosperity an established fact, it be- 
comes only ‘a question of measure 
as to how much additional volume 
the industry will do this year. 





Just how much the prosperity of 
the automcbile business means to 


| 


the country generally is difficult to 
fully comprehend. Touching nearly 
every phase of business. life in any 
one way or another, the effect of 
greater activity in the motor indus- 
try should resound throughout the 
country. 

_The bearing that the automobile 
business has on other industries 
may be appreciated from the fol- 
lowing facts. It ranks first among 
the manufacturing industries of 
the country in value of its annual 
output and uses 11 per cent. of the 
hard-wood lumber, 13 per cent. of 
the copper. 14 per cent. of the iron 
and steel, 14 per cent. of the lead, 
21 per cent. of the tin, 25 per cent. 
of the aluminum, 28 per cent. of 
the nickel, 50 per cent. of the plate 
glass, 63 per cent. of the leather 
upholstery, 83 per cent. of the rub- 
ber, while 80 per cent. of the gaso- 
line is consumed by motorists. 


It is estimated that more than 
15,000,000 people will profit directly 
by an increase in volume in the au- 
tomobile business this year. This 
figure includes stockholders in au- 
tomobile companies’ factory em- 
ployees, dealers, salesmen and 
workers in other lines of industry, 
a part of whose products are used 
by motor car builders. 

We at the Chevrolet Motor Com- 
pany are preparing for our biggest 
year. Plans already in motion for 
the year contemplate the production 
of more than 1,000,000 units, several 
thousand in excess of the 1927 rec- 
ord. Our factory and sales organ- 
izations are better equipped than 
ever and as a result of the spec- 
tacular reception accorded the 
“Bigger and Better’ Chevrolet, we 
have every reason to look forward 
to our greatest year in 1928.

New York, pm 7.—The exhibit 
of the F. B. Stearns Company of 
Cleveland at the show includes 
representatives of its six and eight 
cylinder lines, which are now 
built on 137 and 145-inch de luxe 
ehassis beside the standard chas- 


sis. The longer jobs have made 


possible the introduction of a new 
line of seven-passenger custom 
bodies, so that the Stearns. line 
now covers the range between 
$3,250 and $5,800, with twenty-six 
different types. 


De luxe bodies were announced on 
the eve of the National Automobile 
Show, and include in the six-cylin- 
der line a roadster, straight-seat 
coupe, five-passenger sedan and 
five-passenger limousine, while the 








|de luxe eights comprise touring car, 


sedan-limousine and two custom- 
built town cars. 

The de luxe chassis differ me- 
chanically from the standard princi- 
pally in frame design, which has 
been planned for greater rigidity, 
but there are some other minor 
changes, such as a wider radiator 
filler, extension of the fuel tank 
filler neck to the outside of the 
chassis rail, and the use of indirect 
lighting for the instrument panel.

If I were asked what 1928 holds 
in store for the automobile owner, 
I would say a car that represents 
far more value than its purchase 
price could have bought one year 
ago.

Quality and 
economy, after all, go hand in hand. 
Better performance required a more 
efficient. engine, and its smoother 
operation results in the economy of 
longer life. Convenience dictated 
the one-plunger chassis lubrication 
system, and it repays its cost many 
times over in added years of service. 
Comfort demanded better riding 
qualities, and the engineers respond 
with improved spring suspension and 
shock absorbers which lighten wear 
and tear on the mechanism. Even 
style and beauty have made their 
contribution to economy, for im- 
proved color finishes, finer body con- 
struction and richer fabrics ‘spread 
their cost over longer periods of 
time. 

The development of longer-lived 
ears will have, I predict, a far- 
reaching effect upon motor-car-' 
buying habits, and it will be mu- 
tually beneficial to maker and 
buyer. It will mean that owners 
will use their cars for longer peri- 
ods of time before replacing them. 
It will help conserve the waste 
which occurs every time an owner 
prematurely discards a car which 
still will deliver many useful miles 
of service.
